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PREFACE. 


Our  knowledge  of  old  English  furniture  has  increased 
enormously  during  the  past  twenty  years.  New  facts  have 
been  brought  to  light,  fallacies  exposed,  traditions  exploded, 
and  much  good  and  accurate  work  has  been  accomplished  in 
dating  and  classifying.  A  great  deal  that  to  a  previous  gen- 
eration was  chaos  is  now  order.  This  growing  accuracy  and 
completeness  of  comprehension  of  dates  and  periods,  while 
greatly  enhancing  the  pleasure  of  collecting,  and  the  interest 
and  value  of  collections,  has  brought  with  it  an  increased  tax 
on  our  memories.  Dates  are  elusive  things — at  least  I  find 
them  so — and  I  know  of  others  from  whom  they  are  even  more 
fugitive.  It  was  to  help  my  own  memory  that  this  date  table 
was  originally  compiled.  Finding  it  useful,  and  my  friends 
finding  it  useful,  I  determined  to  publish  it,  and  hope  that  it 
may  prove  as  helpful  to  other  collectors  and  lovers  of  old 
English  furniture,  for  reference,  as  it  has  been  to  me.  In 
completing  and  verifying  it  nearly  every  work  on  old  English 
furniture  has  been  consulted.  I  wish  especially  to  acknow- 
ledge my  indebtedness  to  Mr.  Percy  Macquoid's  History  of 
English  Furniture,"  Mr.  G.  Owen  Wheeler's  Old  English 
Furniture,"  and  Mr.  Fred  Roe's     Old  Oak  Furniture." 

In  so  small  a  book  it  has  been  found  impossible  to  give 
authorities,  but  I  am  willing  to  furnish  them  to  anyone  who 
asks  for  them,  and  to  give  reasons  where  my  dates  differ  from 
those  usually  accepted. 

As  it  is  intended  to  publish  further  editions,  I  shall  be 
glad  if  any  mistakes  or  contradictions  be  pointed  out.  I  shall 
also  be  very  grateful  to  receive  information  which  may  help 
to  make  the  table  more  exact  and  complete.
